of mystery and remoteness akin to the feeling with which 
the people of the West think of their somewhat terrifying 
if beautiful faeries—beings very different from the light- 
some folk of ‘A Midsummer Night’s Dream’. 


The middle section of the work is based to some extent 
оп W. В. Yeats’ poems, “Тһе Wanderings of Oisin', in 
which he tells how the Danaan host give the human bard a 
harp and bid him sing. The latter sings a song of human joy 
which the faeries declare to be the saddest thing they have 
ever heard. One of them, weeping, snatches the harp from 
Oisin's hand and flings it away into a pool, whereupon the 
host surround the harper and whirl him away in a tumult 
of laughter and dancing”.
